Chinese Claimed Self Defence 
for Striking Blow Thai 
Killed Mrs, Willard 


Vancouver, B. C.. May 22:—At the 
conclusion of the trial of Jack Kong, 
the Chinese servant, aged 16, accused 
of the murder of Mrs. Charles Millard, 
was found guilty of manslaughter. 

Kong in his evidence asserted that 
Mrs. Millard ran at him with a knife 
because he had prepared the wrong 
kind of porridge for breakfast one 
morning. He took up a chair and bit 
her with it, as he was afraid she was 
going to kill him, and then when she 
fell he thought she was dead and cut 
up the body, burning It in the furnace 
of the house. 

He did this, he said, because he was 
afraid that Mr. Millard, when he re¬ 
turned from Victoria, would kill him 
for what he bad don*. 

Medical evidence was brought in by 
the crown to show that Mrs. Millard 
was not dead when she fell after the 
blow from the chair, but that Kong, 
on his own statements, might have cut 
up her Unconscious body. 

The defence sought to show that 
Kong was terror-stricken by Mr* 
Millard rushing at him, threatening to 
cut his ear off. as he alleged, end 
that he had no Intention of murdering 
her. but of saving himself. He dis¬ 
posed of the body through fear. 

The crown prosecutor argued that 
Kong, in self-defence, could not use 
more violence than was absolutely 
necessary to preserve his own life, and 
then only if there was no way of 
escape open to him. Counsel pointed 
out that Kong could verf easily have 
made his escape.

It 
should be noted, they all are to con¬ 
tinue as such, because the bill now be¬ 
fore parliament does not extinguish 
them. Like the main line, they are con¬ 
trolled by Mackenzie and Mann. They 
are off-shoots from the parent trunk, 
which has been nurtured by the peo¬ 
ple of this country. Mr. Borden guile¬ 
lessly says Mackenzie and Mann have 
made no profits through these ramlfi- 
t cations—so they have assured him. 
Nevertheless the two promoters are 
multi-millionaires, while their system 
I Is bankrupt and sub-contractors and 
equipment supply factories are howl¬ 
ing for their money. 

Let us glance at the operations of 
the Imperial Rolling Stock Company. 
This Is a Mackenzie and Mann con¬ 
cern with a j>aJd-up capital of $300,000. 
Its function merely Is to act as an In¬ 
termediary between Mackenzie St 
Mann, Ltd., and the Can^lan Northern 
railway companies. Mackenzie & Mann, 
Ltd., buy the equipment from the vari¬ 
ous rolling stock factories, giving their 
notes for It They sell it to the Im- J 
perlal Rolling Btock Company, Ltd., 
another Mackenzie and Mann affair, ] 
who In turn sell It to the Canadian 
Northern railroad, also a Mackenzie;

On his annual tour of the mining 
districts of the province. Dr. R. W. 
Brock, deputy minister of mines, paid 
a short visit of only a few hours’ du¬ 
ration to the city yesterday. He was 
accompanied from Vancouver by Dr. 
F. F. Wesbrook, president of the uni¬ 
versity of B. C., who was over to con¬ 
fer with Hon. Dr. Young, minister of 
education, on university matters. 

Yesterday afternoon Dr. Brock took 
occasion to visit the premier, Hon. 
Dr. Young and other members of the 
provincial cabinet. Part of the object 
of his visit to the west Is to supervise 
and complete all the arrangements 
for the spring programme of the geo¬ 
logical work throughout British Co¬ 
lumbia, the nature of which was re¬ 
cently outlined In the Times. Dr. 
Brock was for several years connect¬ 
ed with the mining faculty of Queen’s 
university, and It is possible that he 
was able while here to give the 
minister of education and the presi¬ 
dent of the university some useful In¬ 
formation with ^regard to the treat¬ 
ment of this Important branch of edu¬ 
cation. 


Describing the geological work for 
British Columbia Dr. Brock said: 

”J. A. Allan will complete geological 
field work In the Rocky Mountain 
park and along the main line of the 
Canadian Pacific railway between 
Banff and Golden. A general geo¬ 
logical reconnaissance In Yukon ter¬ 
ritory between Dalton post and Can¬ 
yon City, including the Lake Alahi- 
blk country will be made by D. D. 
Cairns, and a more detailed examina¬ 
tion will be made of all promising 
mineral localities. C. W. Drysdale 
will study the ore deposits of Ymlr 
Camp and do some preliminary work 
In the silver-lead area of the Winder- 
mere district. 


Coal on Graham Island. — 

“The investigation of the coal de¬ 
posits of Graham Island will be com¬ 
pleted by J. D. MacKenxle who will 
also map the Flathead coal b§sln. R. 
G. McConnell will be engaged in map¬ 
ping and conducting geological in¬ 
vestigations along the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway In the Haselton-Alder- 
mere district. A detailed examination 
of the mesosoic formations along the 
Crow’s Nest branch of the Canadian 
Paaflc railway will be made by F. H. 
McLearn. S. J. Schofield will com¬ 
plete the mapping of the area between 
Cranbrook and Kootenay lake, and 
will study the silver lead ore bodies 
at Ainsworth and the recently dis¬ 
covered tin deposit in the Lardeau dis¬ 
trict. J. 8. Stewart will map the coal¬ 
bearing formations comprised in the 
Flathead and Crow’s Nest map 
sheets.” 

On his way to the coast Dr. Brock- 
passed through the Kootenay country 
and inspected the government sine 
plant. He brought several interesting 
specimens of xlnc by the new process 
with him. 

Dr. R. W. Brock is a well-known 
authority on minerals and kindred 
subjects and holds a high place among 
scientific men on this continent. He 
has had a brilliant career, being edu¬ 
cated at the Queen’s University, King¬ 
ston, and later at Heidelberg and other 
German universities, which ,^re re¬ 
cognised as the foremost scientific 
training grounds of the world. So 
highly was he regarded by the gov¬ 
ernment that when some years ago an 
Investigation was ordered Into the 
safety of the town of Frank, Alta, 
owing to the crumbling nature of the 
surrounding hills, Dr. Brock was ap¬ 
pointed the commissioner to Investi¬ 
gate. It was on his recommendation 
that the town was removed to a place 
of safety.

A great deal had been heard In 
Glasgow of what was said to be the 
success of the exemption of imms>ve- 
ments In Victoria and Vancouver. 

Explaining the Olasgow, and general 
old country, system of taxation he said 
the tax was put on the annual value of 
buildings and land, which was distinct 
from the Canadian system of taxation 
on the capital value. This- latter sys¬ 
tem he had championed before the In¬ 
quiry held by the chancellor of the ex¬ 
chequer, for the reason that, taking a 
large house In extensive policies, under 
the present system it could only be as¬ 
sessed for Its renting value, which 
might be very small owing to the diffi¬ 
culty of getting tenants, while the cap¬ 
ital outlay on the place had been very 
large. Fabulous sums were spent on 
some of these places, but court decis¬ 
ions restricted them to taxing on the 
renting value. Mr. Walker expressed 
the opinion under single tax Glasgow 
could raise a much larger revenue than 
It can at present.

AMBUSHING A TIGER 
IN THE INDIAN JUNGLE

The religious neutrality of the Indian 
government is conveniently shown in 
Its holidays. It has had to restrict It¬ 
self in the homage it pays to many 
saints and fasts and feasts, but In 
picking and choosing It has shown 
greit catholicity of spirit, and it turns 
impartially to Mecca. Benares and 
Jerusalem. Thus It comes about that 
the exiled European breathes freely 
for a day or two at Easter, and Invites 
his friends to take holiday with him. 
I ha 'e wandered to whore the Ghonds 
are .*n the district ef Chanda, The city 
full of tombs and shrines was the capi¬ 
tal from which their kings ruled, but 
it has fa'len asleep, and Its glory has 


departed. I try to shake its fine dust 
off my feet, and turning my back upon 
Its temples. 1 rattle along Its high 
roads behind sprightly bullocks, and 
swing along Its jungle paths on the 
back of a plunging elephant. 

The Jungle is hot as an dVeri: SverV 
breath of wind Is a blast of tire. The 
sun biases upon you like a fierce fur¬ 
nace. A hard glitter of steely grey¬ 
ness blinds you and confuses you. 
When you get a long view It looks 
like some bewitched wood stricken 
with leprosy, splashed with blood 
of the Flame of the Forest. But when 
the day dies and the fierceness of the 
sun has burnt out, the Jungle becomes 
tender. Faint greens and yellows, 
which were consulted In the ardent 
glitter of the day. appear, the darker 
greens stand out, the crimsons deepen, 
and a flush of pink lies over the grey. 
With the return of cooling color, the 
creature* bestir themselves. The coo¬ 
ing of doves, the cookie of Jungle fowl, 
the rippling music of grasshoppers fill

village* with his oot-. 
tie returns across the fields, the wro-| 
men wend their way to the well. A 
soothing peace settle! down over ns 
all* At these intervals between night 
and day my mind wanders away to 
Stoke Jpoges and Gray’s “Elegy." The 
peace of the Buckingham and the 
Chanda villages Is pretty much the 
same when the curfew ring®, 

Out tor Tiger. 

Our camp Is pitched on the edge of 
the village clearing, Hunaman, the 
monkey god, the favorite of the vil¬ 
lages In these quarters, squats under 
the shade of tamarind turning . his 
ochred face to my tent. The village 
eat tie browse in the afternoons on thei 
little banked up fields where,' at the 1 
edge of the forest, we can also see 
the graceful chttal deer como to feed 
Just before sunset, watchful Aid 
scared by the least movement. From 
the Jungle iteelf In the early evening 
cornea the bark of the sambhar stag, 
and when we sL out lu the in<%nllght 
we hear the jackal announcing by his 
hard aggressive bark that he is out 
In company with such important Jungle 
personages as the tiger or the panther. 

We are out for tiger. The foot¬ 
prints of two have been noticed in the 
nullahs of the neighborhood, and we 
have •‘kills'* out every night. But ho 
cheerful news Is brought in by the 
forest officers In the morning. So we 
give a wide berth to the blocks where 
the tiger footprints are and we beat 
elsewhere. The game is simple. You 
get up upon a small platform in a tree 
with a somewhat clear space In front 
of you, and the beaters draw off and 
line up about a mile away. Then with 
shouts and yells they move forward 
towards you. Faint over the trees at 
first comes their din, but in your im¬ 
mediate neighborhood there Is silence. 
Tour part Is to keep still, to watch 
and listen and wal^ for the time and 
opportunity to kill. The excitement-Is 
Intense. You hear your heart beat. 
A leathery teak leaf falls rustling to 
the ground, a bough cracks, s tree 
shudders. The least noise is sharpened 
as though it came to your ears through 
a microphone. 

The Forest Stampede. 

Presently another kind of noise 
comes—the noise of hurrying feet 
amongst the brittle leaves, and you see 
things moving, coming stealthily to¬ 
wards you. Peacocks glide from cover 
to cover. Jungle fowl rush about In 
timorous confusion. They rush across 
the open space, and are gone. A 
heavier rustlfc announces the monkeys 
—funny, bounding things, with their 
long tails. Jumping and waiting, wait¬ 
ing and Jumping, scurrying after their 
tiny laggards, and spurring them on. 
They, too, disappear behind. But 
something bigger and blacker comes 
waggling amidst the bamboo. It rises 
every now and again, and sways its 
head from side to side. There Is a big 
yell from far behind it, and it comes 
running on. It stops again. Rifles are 
up. Poor Teddy will never pass. The 
being that is In him Is to be released 
for another reincornatlon. A noise 
more wicked than the yell of the hun¬ 
dred beaters fills the Jungle. Another 
—and Teddy has ceased to wonder 
what the annoying row Is alL about. 
In an instant there Is s crashing like 
a cavalry charge amongst the bam¬ 
boo. and a herd of sambhar deer rush 
past. Amongst them Is one proud 
antlered head, and he, too. Is broken 
and crushed by the same wicked bang. 
The beaters come up and burst Into a 
Babel of confused noise. The sun Is 
very hot, and we come down and fling 
ourselves Into the shade. 

Our Ill-luck with the tiger Is annoy¬ 
ing to our villager friends. Under a 
tree close by our tents Is. as I have 
said, a rudely-carved stone covered 
with vermilion, and they suggest to 
the forest officer thnt If this thing 
were promised a goat or two the 
sahibs might get their tiger. The for¬ 
est officer is. I fear, a man of sin, tqp 
he yielded to the temptation. A bar¬ 
gain. fair and square, was offered>the 
god. I am told the long, lanky ras¬ 
cal of a priest Informed the god that 
If he would help us with the tiger he 
would be, honored by having three 
goats sacrificed to him; but that if he 
remained sulky, he would be dishon¬ 
ored by having his nose twisted. Be 
that as it may, the new day brought 
glad tidings. 

An Exhilarating Experience. 

As we sat at breakfast they rushed 
In out of breath and told us that one 
of the bullocks tied up the night be¬ 
fore had been killed. No mustering of 
beaters was required. They were 
ready to start, and we were soon 
swishing through bamboo and thorn 
into the heart of the jungle. The usual 
preliminaries were gone through, and 
the din of the beat came to us faint 
and far. But there was a difference 
to-day. A peacock rose up from the 
bush well ahead and perched on' a 
tree; the monkeys coughed as they 
came on. The sworn enemies of the 
terror of the jungle were telling every¬ 
one whom It might concern that he 
was on the move. Then we saw him. 
The first glimpse of a tiger free In the 
jungle is one of the most exhilarating 
experiences. He comes amongst the 
bamboos with regal leisure, erect 
graceful. Imperious, He seems but 
half awake, and If you are very fas¬ 
tidious you see the one touch of vul¬ 
garity about him In his yawn. He 
occasionally shows an Irritated Im¬ 
patience when the chorus of the beat 
swells, and he then moves some paces 
quickly, as though he would break 
into a run. But his whole mien seems 
to resent hurry. His ferocity sleeps 
in his grace. There are to be a few 
seconds of fierce passion and pain 
when the jungle Is to be filled with his 
roars, after the rifles of the sahibs 
have spoken. But that Is forgotten, 
and the tiger lives In one's memory as 
the conscious tyrant of the jungle 
beautiful for the eye to look upon. 

He is covered with leaves And 
brought into camp by the light of the 
moon, and everyone tumB out to see 
him In his fallen state. He does look 
Ignominious now. The children gather 
at the fence and gesticulate and chat¬ 
ter in mockery as he passes. Vultures 
look on from high overhead. He is 
laid on one of the little rice fields, log 
fires are lit, that the last rites per¬ 
formed on a dead tiger may be per¬ 
formed, and far Into the night we see 
In their gleam the moving forms of 
busy men.

-One of the connecting links with the 
Victoria of the late 'fifties was severed 
yesterday with the passing of Mrs. 
Alexander Munro, at the family home 
on Michigan street. Born in Dingwell, 
in the Orkney Isles, in 1825, she had 
reached the ripe age of 89 at the time 
of her death, and touring her fifty- 
seVen years' residence In the city had 
made a very wide circle of friends. In 
the early days, and In fact until a few 
years ago, there were few people In 
Victoria to whom both she and her 
husband were not well and favorably 
known. 

It was In 1857 that she followed her 
husband, Alexander Munro, who had 
travelled out some few months prev¬ 
iously by way of the Isthmus of Pan¬ 
ama to British Columbia, the journey 
with her three children being made by 
the Princess Royal round the Horn, 
and occupying five months In the pass¬ 
age. Mr. Munro arrived In the island 
earlier In the same year, having come 
out in the service of the Hudson's Bay 
company as factor at the post here. 
For many years he was accountant for 
the western department, and also had 
charge of all their lands as well a#» 
those of the Puget Sound Agricultural 
company, at the time of his death be¬ 
ing senior cldef factor *of the Hudson’s 
Bay company. 

There were four sons, one of whom, 
A. D. Munro, went down In the acci¬ 
dent to the Iroquois a few years ago. 
The three others survive, A. K, Munro, 
and W. J. Munro, both of Victoria; 
and K. V. Munro, of Chilliwack. Three 
surviving daughters ara Mrs. It P. 

John Irving. Mr. Alexander Munro 
died on February $7, 1911.
